The senate met nt 11 o'clock, Lioul. 


Van Znndt in llio chnii'. 


Mr. Cross, from llio committee on educa- 


tion, reported nets amending chapter 53, of 
tho General Statutes, ''of tho powers and 
duties of school committees," nnd chapter 
47, "of the powers r.nd duties of towns 
and of town clerks aud town treasurers 
relative to public schools:" both of which 
wore passed.
